The Director said that he can deal with 
maintenance problems, buy furniture, outfit a house very nicely, has a sense 
of economy, and in general is a "fine, trustworthy, on-the-job guy with all 
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the qualities of a supervisor, so outstanding that to me he is a jewel. "
